when delivered of a male child, did not look forward to ‘the

would ask them, whether agriculture was not fanguishing for 
want of male population? . The subjects of the Conquercr are 
consoled by glory, but let ‘us be mindful of their unhappiness; 
and ina war from which we cannot extricate ourselves, let the 
perseverance which Eogtand has already so successfully exerted, 
be continued; ina war which had realised such victories as our. 
past history might warrant us io expecting; but such as the 
boldest imagination durst pot have conceived, and such as would 
be transmitted by the pen of the histerian to the admiration of 
posterity, If peace could be obtained, God forbid that it should 
hot be so! but is peace to beenjoyed with thesecarity of peace? 
Ii must be so enjoyed, of it would only substitute a tempoary
